A  Word  About  Our  Rooted  Cuttings 

The  plants  listed  below  as  rooted  cuttings,  are  not  what  is  usually 
understood  by  this  ter,  but  are  really  strong  vigorous  plants  ready  for 
the  open  field.  By  our  own  novel  process  of  propagation  these  cuttings 
often  attain  a  growth  of  six  to  eight  inches  in  height  with  a  mass  of 
healthy  brown  roots  six  to  ten  inches  long.  These  may  be  planted  directly 
to  the  field  without  the  labor,  expense  and  loss  of  time  by  the  old  method 
of  growing  them  in  beds  or  pots.  We  have  been  growing  them  ourselves 
in  this  manner  for  many  years,  as  have  also  many  of  our  customers.  One 
of  the  largest  eastern  nurserymen  bought  a  few  thousands  of  the  plants 
several  years  ago,  and  has  been  buying  in  ever  increasing  numbers  each 
year  since.  Last  year  we  sold  him  35,000  plants,  have  his  order  for  35,000 
for  delivery  in  the  spring  of  1936  and  a  like  number  for  the  spring  of 
1937.  Another  grower  in  the  East  bought  a  few  thousand  in  the  spring 
of  1934,  10,000  last  spring,  and  we  have  his  order  for  20,000  for  delivery 
this  coming  spring.  Our  trade  in  this  class  of  stock  has  grown  so 
steadily  that  we  are  growing  600,000  this  season.  This  is  in  addition 
field  grown  young  plants,  many  of  which  we  sell  for  lining  out  purposes.
